My  dear  Family, 

For  all  intents  and  purposes,  the  new  building  is  complete.  There  are  a  few  finishing 
touches  still  to  be  made,  but,  by  and  large,  the  building  is  complete  and  we  have  begun 
to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  our  labors.  We  have  a  right  to  congratulate  ourselves,  but... 

And  this  “but”  is  the  reason  for  my  letter  to  you. 

To  share  in  the  joys  of  a  job  well  done  means  to  share  in  the  responsibility  of  getting 
the  job  done.  And  by  “responsibility”  we  mean  financial  support.  It  is  imperative  that 
we  raise  $900,000  by  the  end  of  the  summer.  We  have  come  so  far  and  done  so  much 
these  past  eight  years.  We  have  bought  land,  demolished  buildings,  built  a  beautiful 
building  which,  in  its  handcrafted  detail,  suits  our  needs  perfectly.  We  have  had  ongoing 
fundraising  campaigns  for  every  phase  of  the  process  -  and  many  of  us  have  contributed 
generously  and  often  to  this  mighty  effort.  And  now,  truly,  we  are  at  the  end  of  this  effort. 

Our  congregational  family  now  includes  1000  individual  families  and  our  membership 
increases  daily.  Our  afternoon  religious  school  program  in  conjunction  with  our  Early 
Childhood  Center  enjoys  a  reputation  for  excellence  in  Jewish  education  circles.  The 
“arms”  of  the  congregation  -  Sisterhood,  Men’s  Club,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club,  Parents  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  Women’s  Evening  Group  -  are  flourishing.  We  have  a  vibrant  singles  program 
and  a  growing  Adult  Education  Department.  We  now  have  a  building  which  meets  our 
needs  for  today  and  for  many  tomorrows. 

To  meet  our  final  goal  of  fundraising  by  raising  the  necessary  $900,000  NOW  means 
<^ie  freeing  of  our  synagogue  from  bank  debt.  It  means  enabling  our  synagogue  to  have 
\\  operating  budget  which  will  be  used  for  program  and  not  for  bank  interest. 

David  Druckman,  Bea  Kaplan,  Nathan  B.  Kogan  and  Phyllis  Siegal  (members,  like 
myself,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees)  have  joined  in  helping  me  reach  as  many  of  you  as  we 
can  personally  in  order  to  share  with  each  of  you  the  facts  of  this  matter. 

But,  you  ask,  how  can  we  raise  this  amount  of  money  so  quickly?  We  can,  easily! 
Those  of  you  who  have  outstanding  pledges,  pay  them  up  as  quickly  as  you  can.  Those 
of  you  who  have  already  contributed  to  one,  or  even  more,  campaigns  over  the  years, 
“Add -A- Gift”.  And  those  of  you  who  have  yet  to  contribute  anything  to  the  Building 
Fund,  contribute  NOW,  making  the  amount  of  your  contribution  constitute  an  addi¬ 
tional  effort  on  your  part.  After  all,  aren’t  we  providing  a  legacy  for  the  future?

Mr.  Joseph  Howard  Katz,  Honorary 
President  of  the  congregation,  has 
presented  to  the  synagogue  a  beautiful 
Megillah,  which  dates  to  the  beginning  of 
the  19th  century,  in  honor  of  his  75th 
birthday. 

The  unknown  scribe,  working  in  East¬ 
ern  Europe,  possessed  artistic  talent.  The 
Hebrew  calligraphy  is  itself  a  work  of  art 
as  are  the  intricate  designs  drawn  by  the 
scribe  at  the  heads  of  columns. 

This  Megillah  was  brought  to  the  United 
States  at  the  beginning  of  this  century  by 
Mr.  Katz’s  father  and  has  been  a  treasured 
possession  of  the  family.  The  congregation 
is  grateful  to  Mr.  Katz  for  this  meaningful 
gift  which  will  become  part  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Museum.

While  attending  Brooklyn  College,  he 
also  studied  at  Marbitze  Torah  Institute, 
a  rabbinical  school  in  Brooklyn,  where  he 
was  ordained  in  January,  1967. 

Barrie  is  married  and  he  and  his  wife, 
Leah,  have  two  sons:  Avery,  age  10  and 
Adam,  age  8.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  TO  THE  CONGREGATION 


My  dear  friends: 

It  is  with  deep  emotion  that  I  address 
you  at  this  99th  Annual  Congregational 
Meeting  of  our  beloved  Synagogue.  The 
occasion  marks  also  the  completion  of 
eight  years  of  service  as  Chairman  of  your 
Board  of  Trustees  and  for  our  dear  friend 
and  colleague,  A.  I.  Sherr,  it  marks  the 
completion  of  a  fme  tour  of  duty  in  the 
Presidency. 

It  is  wonderful  to  look  back  upon  these 
years  and  to  express  thanks  to  God  for  the 
privilege  of  many  things  —  the  privilege  of 
working  with  dedicated  men  and  women, 
the  opportunity  to  serve  and  strengthen 
our  Synagogue  and  the  opportunity  to 
see  the  fulfillment  of  our  beautiful  new 
building. 


Renewed  Tempo 
To  Synagogue  Activities 

As  we  had  anticipated ,  the  new  building 
has  brought  a  renewed  sense  of  excitement 
in  the  work  of  the  Synagogue  and  great 
new  opportunities  to  enrich  our  programs 
and  our  lives. 

Membership  has  risen  to  an  all  time 
high.  More  than  1,000  families  are  now 
dues-paying  members  of  the  Synagogue. 
Our  Religious  School,  The  Mazer  School 
of  Religious  Studies,  is  serving  well  over 
400  students.  In  Adult  Education,  more 
than  200  people  actively  participated  in 
our  classes  this  year  —  and  they  actually 
paid  a  modest  tuition  for  the  privilege  of 
enrollment.  This  compares  with  20  stu¬ 
dents  only  four  years  ago.  It  is  a  singular 
tribute  to  the  skill  and  devotion  of  Rabbi 
Harlan  J.  Wechsler  and  the  faculty  he 
assembled  to  teach  in  our  Sherr  Institute 
of  Adult  Jewish  Studies.  Our  Religious 
Services  have  been  well-attended  through¬ 
out  the  year  —  even  during  the  summer 
months.  The  Music  Programs  presented 
by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the  Choir 
with  the  support  of  Neil  Robinson  and 
Abraham  Kaplan  have  been  a  source  of 
inspiration  and  pleasure  to  our  own 
members  and  to  many  people  outside  of 
the  congregation,  who  appreciate  fine 
liturgical  music. 

Review  Of  Past  Year 

It  has  been  my  custom  on  these  occa¬ 
sions  to  spend  a  few  minutes  reviewing  the 
highlights  of  the  liturgical  year.  Normally, 
I  start  with  the  High  Holy  Days.  This  year 
permit  me  to  turn  the  calendar  back  a 
few  weeks  to  the  stirring  Tisha  B’Av 
Candlelight  Service  which,  in  the  midst  of 
Summer,  attracted  more  than  200  worship¬ 
pers.  It  also  led  to  an  interesting  article  in 
the  New  York  Times,  describing  the  service 
and  its  relevancy  to  our  day.  The  Times 
reporter  noted  with  pleasant  surprise  the 
presence  of  so  many  young  people  in  the 
Congregation. 

The  weeks  which  followed  were  marked 
by  round-the-clock  efforts  by  all  to  ready 


the  new  building  for  services  on  the  High 
Holy  Days. 

On  Rosh  Hashanah,  there  was  a  hush 
and  a  sense  of  awe  as  the  beautiful  new 
Hall  of  Worship  was  opened  to  worship, 
and  the  Sheheyanu  Prayer  was  recited, 
even  before  we  knew  for  certain  if  the  air 
conditioning  and  the  sound  system  and 
the  elevators  would  operate  properly. 

The  days  and  weeks  which  followed 
were  at  the  same  tempo.  The  Festival  of 
Sukkot  was  observed  in  the  Sukkah 
located  on  the  new  roof-^with  its  comfort¬ 
able  facilities  as  well  as  the  convenience  of 
a  new  elevator  going  up  to  the  roof  landing. 

On  Simhat  Torah,  the  joy  of  the  occa¬ 
sion  included  the  bestowal  of  honors  on 
Rabbi  Isaac  Toubin,  Sylvia  Applebaum 
and  Joel  J.  Cohen  for  their  contributions 
to  this  congregation  and  tq  the  community. 

It  was  a  non-stop  year.  As  soon  as  the 
festivals  were  concluded  we  launched  into 
our  plans  for  the  Dedication  Ceremonies 
for  the  New  Building,  timed  to  coincide 
with  Hanukkah. 

The  theme  of  the  Dedication  had  been 
set  by  Rabbi  Nadich  in  a  classic  Yom 
Kippur  Sermon  and  its  essence  was  cap- 
sulized  in  the  Dedication  Brochure: 

“This  coming  Hanukkah  we  shall  celebrate 
and  sing  and  light  the  Menorah  in  great  joy, 
for  we  shall  dedicate  our  new  school  build¬ 
ing  and  the  sculptures.  And  the  light  will 
burn  brightly  for  all  time  to  come,  the  light 
of  Jewish  learning  as  a  Ner  Tamid,  an  Eternal 
Flame. 

“Dr.  Janusz  Korczak  and  his  children  of  the 
Holocaust  will  live  not  only  through  the 
sculptures.  Our  school,  where  living  Jewish 
children  will  study  and  grow  to  be  informed 
and  committed  Jews,  will  be  their  most  mean¬ 
ingful  memorial.  In  living  Jewish  children 
the  Ner  Tamid  will  be  a  continuing  flame.” 

On  Sunday,  November  30th  we  shared 
in  the  joy  of  creation.  Who  amongst  us 
can  forget  the  stirring  address  of  Rabbi 
Nadich,  the  brilliance  of  Dr.  Abram 
Sachar,  the  warm  nostalgia  of  Professor 
David  Steinberg,  and  the  beautiful  music 
of  Cantor  Lefkowitz,  Yaakov  Bergman, 
Shelley  Katsch  and  our  school-children. 

Each  day  during  the  week  there  was  a 
special  program  featuring  the  children  of 
the  Religious  School.  On  Friday  evening, 
we  dedicated  the  Mazer  School  of  Relig¬ 
ious  Studies,  in  memory  of  Joseph  and 
Ceil  Mazer,  and  marked  the  37th  Annual 
Service  of  Contemporary  Liturgical  Music 
with  a  beautiful  music  program.  On  Sat¬ 
urday  evening,  a  gala  Dedication  Ball  was 
celebrated  in  our  own  new  Lemberg 
Auditorium. 

To  Beatrice  Kaplan  and  Annette 
Sherman  and  Edna  Altman  who  planned 
the  Ball,  to  Rosalie  Friedman  and  Evalyn 
Yudkoff,  co-chairmen  of  the  very  success¬ 
ful  Dedication  Journal,  and  to  their  dedi¬ 
cated  committees,  you  who  shared  in  the 
hard  work  of  creation,  we  are  grateful. 

Sunday,  December  7th  was  reserved 
for  the  unveiling  of  the  Nathan  Rapoport 
sculptures.  Once  again,  the  Sanctuary  was 
filled  to  capacity.  Many  in  the  audience 


had  borne  personal  witness  to  the  horrors 
of  the  Holocaust.  The  emotion -laden/^ 
atmosphere  was  fueled  by  unforgettabley 
addresses  from  Samuel  Pisar  and  Ambas¬ 
sador  Yehuda  Z.  Blum,  Rabbi  Nadich  and 
Leon  Jolson.  Then  led  by  our  school  chil¬ 
dren,  the  throngs  of  people  filed  out  of 
the  Sanctuary  and  reassembled  on  Madison 
Avenue  while  all  traffic  stopped.  There, 
with  the  television  cameras  to  record  the 
event  for  posterity,  the  unveiling  of  the 
works  of  art  which  adorn  our  building 
took  place,  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leon 
Jolson.

Adding  nicely  to  the  spirit  of  the  Dedi¬ 
cation  occasion  was  the  enactment  of  a 
formal  Legislative  Resolution  in  Albany  on 
the  initiative  of  our  own  Assemblyman, 
Mark  Alan  Siegel,  commemorating  the 
completion  of  the  New  Building.  An 
engrossed  copy  of  the  Resolution  was 
appropriately  displayed  during  Dedication 
Week  in  our  display  area  and  it  is  destined 
for  a  cherished  spot  in  our  archives.

George  M.  Shapiro  Praised  By 
Incoming  Chairman  Of  Board 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Congre¬ 
gation,  Joel  J.  Cohen,  the  newly  elected 
and  installed  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  took 
a  moment  out  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
evening  to  make  note  of  the  great  contri¬ 
bution  his  predecessor,  George  M.  Shapiro, 
has  made  to  the  Synagogue:

job  in  and  of  itself. 

“Either  of  these  two  jobs  would  be 
enough  for  most  people.  Notwithstanding 
those  two  full-time  jobs,  he  was  also  the 
moving  force  in  the  creation  of  our  beau¬ 
tiful  new  school  building,  which,  as  was 
mentioned  in  his  report,  has  just  received 
the  Tucker  Architectural  Award  for  1981 
as  the  finest  non-residential  stone  building 
completed  in  the  United  States  within  the 
last  five  years.  He  had  the  vision  and  the 
courage  to  commence  construction  of  the 
new  building  and  to  change  architects 
when  it  became  evident  that  the  original 
design  could  be  improved  upon. 

“He  personally  supervised  every  detail 
in  the  construction  of  the  building  and 
personally  raised  most  of  the  money  for 
its  construction. 

“I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
George  Shapiro  is  an  extraordinary  man.

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—  Reflections  Of  Two  Graduates  — 


SCHOOL  NEWS 


Editor’s  Note:  Laura  Meislin  and  David 
Mindich  graduated  from  the  High  School 
program  at  services  marking  the  first  day 
of  Shavuot.  Laura  delivered  her  talk  in 
Hebrew ,  David  in  English.  What  follows  is 
a  translation  into  English  of  Laura 's  talk 
as  well  as  David ’s  speech  to  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  I  know  you  will  agree  with  us  that 
each  speech  is  extraordinary. 


This  is  it.  The  end  of  the  year,  the  end 
of  high  school  both  secular  and  religious, 
the  end  of  childhood,  and  the  time  to  say 
farewell.  But  in  the  word  “end”  there  is 
the  hint  of  “beginning”  for  there  is  no 
end  without  a  beginning. 

Today,  the  sixth  of  Sivan,  5741,  we 
celebrate  Shavuot,  the  holiday  in  which 
Moses  received  and  delivered  the  Torah. 
For  a  moment,  I  would  like  to  stop  and 
think  about  him.  Who  was  this  hero,  this 
leader  of  the  children  of  Israel?  His  curi¬ 
osity  drove  him  to  uncover  the  burning 
bush.  “Why  is  the  bush  not  burnt?”  he 
asked.  It  was  the  same  Moses  who  chal¬ 
lenged  God,  who  doubted  his  own  worthi¬ 
ness,  and  who  simply  was  afraid  to  become 
the  messenger  of  God.  But  when  finally 
persuaded,  Moses  immersed  himself  in  his 
assumed  role.  Yes,  I  think,  this  is  the 
example  to  emulate.  I  do  not  want  to  ac¬ 
cept  blindly.  I  want  to  argue,  to  doubt,  to 
explore,  to  settle  only  for  the  truth.  I  have 
done  all  these  here  at  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  High  School  -  and  more  —  I  have 
laughed  and  agonized  over  issues  we 
covered.  I  met  many  people:  teachers 
who  expanded  my  own  curiosity,  teachers 
who  believed  in  what  they  taught,  and 
who,  because  of  their  desire  to  teach  and 
learn,  made  me  eager  to  receive  and  con¬ 
tribute.  I  found  that  he  who  does  not  ask, 
does  not  learn,  and  I  learned  how  to  learn 
both  on  87th  street  and  in  North  Africa, 
Egypt,  and  Israel. 

Perhaps  in  name  it  is  the  end,  but  for 
me  it  is  the  beginning.  For  I  have  a  foun¬ 
dation  on  which  to  build.  I  will  endeavor 
to  follow  Moses,  who  was  not  simply  a 
giant  of  our  Torah,  but  a  real  human  being. 
I  thank  you,  my  teachers,  and  I  wish  all 
of  you  a  happy  holiday.

I  am  a  Religious  School  “drop-out”. 
After  dropping  out  of  my  fourth  Religious 
School,  my  mother  became  determined 
to  find  a  school  for  me  in  which  I  would 
be  happy. 

When  my  mother  contacted  Peter 


Geffen,  he  quickly  asked  to  speak  to  me. 

I  had  my  first  interview  with  Peter  in  the 
old  Cohen  Library.  Peter  didn’t  look  like 
my  idea  of  a  Religious  School  teacher,  let 
alone  a  principal  of  one!  Peter  then  asked 
me  a  question  which  seemed  more  out  of 
place  than  he.  He  asked  me  if  I  was 
enrolling  in  the  school  because  of  parental 
pressure.  He  said  that  he  didn’t  want  to 
accept  students  who  didn’t  want  to  be 
there.  Looking  back,  I  now  understand 
that  because  of  this  policy  the  school  not 
only  keeps  up  an  active  classroom  and 
social  life,  but  it  also  attracts  and  keeps 
students  who  are  genuinely  interested  in 
their  Jewish  education. 

I  was  fortunate  to  discover  this  vibrant 
program  early.  I  went  on  two  summer 
trips  to  the  Middle  East,  one  in  1978  and 
another  in  1980,  and  I  have  participated 
in  numerous  out-of-class  programs  over 
the  past  five  years.  In  other  schools, 
one  might  have  a  discussion  of  Mid-East 
policy;  here,  we  experienced  it  first-hand. 

Not  only  did  these  summer  trips  change 
my  way  of  thinking  (more  than  any  other 
experience  of  my  life),  but  they  also 
changed  my  views  of  the  Arabs  drastically. 
In  1978,  we  were  the  first  delegation  of 
American  Jewish  youth  to  visit  the  Arab 
world.  Meeting  President  Anwar  Sadat, 
representatives  from  the  Peace  Now  and 
Gush  Emunim,  and  especially  the  PEOPLE 
(quote  unquote)  —  Arabs  and  Jews  — 
helped  to  reshape  my  views  and  broaden 
my  thinking.... 

I  observed  in  Egypt  what  I  believe  to  be 
a  peace  movement.  Sadat  implanted  the 
idea  of  peace  in  the  minds  of  the  Egyptians 
when  he  visited  Jerusalem.  The  movement 
seems  to  be  continuing  on  its  own  mo¬ 
mentum.  This  fact  is  very  important.  If 
the  movement  continues  in  this  direction, 
peace  can  be  permanent. 

*  *  * 

This  winter,  we  dedicated  our  new 
building  to  the  children  who  were  mur¬ 
dered  during  the  Holocaust.  We  remember 
Dr.  Janusz  Korczak,  a  physician,  educator, 
a  director  of  a  Home  and  School  for 
orphan  children  in  the  Warsaw  Ghetto.  He 
taught  with  an  enthusiasm  and  a  love  for 
children;  he  was  concerned  with  their 
feelings;  he  knew  how  to  do  one  thing 
very  well  —  he  knew  how  to  listen. 

My  experiences  in  the  High  School 
confirm  the  appropriateness  of  linking 
Janusz  Korczak’s  name  with  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.
